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BROAD MARKET 
FOR U. S. AUTOS 
STILL UNTOUCHED 


Commerce Reports Re- 
veal Vast Field 
Still Available 


ASHINGTON, July 7.— 
The large potential 
market for American automo- 
tive products is graphically 
brought out in the statistics 
of some of the more densely 


populated sections of the 
world. 

China, with a population of 
about 436,000,000, has only one 


automobile for every 31,671 people, 
while India has only one car for 
every 5,573 of its population of 
more than 247,000,000. 

The comparing of these coun- 
tries to those where motor trans- 
portation is farther advanced 
would hardly reflect a true picture 
of automobile potentialities, since 
the development of these markets 
is retarded by low purchasing pow- 
er and retarded physical develon- 
ment, but it nevertheless affords a 
basis for showing the ultimafe de- 
velopment that can result in the 
lesser developed market. 


The possibilities for expansion, 
however, are not only great in 
the densely populated countries 
having a low ratio of automobiles 
to population, but they are just 
as important in the more devel- 
oped countries, which already 
rank as leading markets for 
American automotive products, 
but which do not by any means 
have as many automobiles per 
100 people as the United States. 


The further development of high- 
ways in many of these countries, 
especially in Latin America, will 
transform much of this potential 
demand to an actual one. 

Despite the fact that the figures 
appearing in Commerce Reports, 
issue of February 15, were esti- 
mates in all cases, the revised 
census does not show any impor-

Quebec Increases | 
Bus Speed Limit to. 


25 Miles Per Hour 





Montreal, July. 7.—Autobuses 
operating in the province of 
Quebec are now allowed a speed 
limit of twenty-five miles per 
hour, as compared with. sixteen 
miles, but the fact that their 
timetables ‘will only be approved 
by the Public Service Commission 
‘if this maximum is abided by. is 
expected to protect, the public, 
_ better. than the old. speed limit, 
which could not in mans cases., 
“be adhered to. 


This change in: the vepeleniaity- 
which had been recommended by 
the ‘Public Service Commission, has 
been approved by an order-in-coun- 
— cil, which sets-a uniform tegal ae iogenit 
.,of twenty-five miles. 

An important decision reached by 


the Public Service, Commission > in 


‘setting the routes of 100 autobus 
services: was the insurancé of pas~ 
sengers, which must ‘be carried by "' 


the owners of autobuses. 

The compulsory insurance risk 
imposed by the commission runs 
from $5,000 to $30,000, accord- 
ing to the category of autobuses. 
For instance, for autobuses hav- 
ing a capacity up to thirteen pas- 

, Sengers, the insurance to be car- 
ried must be of $5,000 for one 
person and $10,000 for more; 
from thirteen to twenty-three, 
$5,000 to $20,000; for twenty- 
three and more, $5,000 to $30,- 
000. This does not affect the re- 
sponsibility of the owner of an 
autobus to the passengers.

Ahern of the commission informed 
the representative that special 


care had been taken: to prevent .
